Taft to Fight Lorimer. 

Senate leaders are worried over the 
Lorimer case. The senate committee 
on privileges and' elections, Which made 
an inquiry into this affair, reported that 
no evidence had been disc!osed that 
would justify the senate in declaring 
Mr. Lorimer’s seat vacant. The wcennhipin 
set forth that members of the Illinois 
legislature who voted for Mr. Lorimer 
had been bribed, but not a sufficient 
number of tainted votes were cast for 
Lorimer to warrant a verdict of 
“guilty.” The committee further re- 

ted 
caulk could not be traced to Mr. Lori- 
mer. The conclusion was that a case 
had not been made against the blond 
boss of Cook county, IAinois, and that 


he was as much entitled to his seat 4s | 


any man who occupied a seat in the 
senate chamber. Soon after the publi- 
eation of the committee report it be- 
came known that a fight was to be 
made on Senator Lorimer. Progressive 
senators were among the first to speak 
out on the subject, but since then it 
has been learned that so-called con- 
servatives do not like the looks of the 
Lorimer case, and are determined to 
make speechas in opposition to the 
committee report and to vote against 
it when the time comes. 

It has become known that the presi- 
dent would be pleased if Mr. Lorimer 
were unseated. President Taft has & 
punctilious regard for the proprieties 
and it is known that he has moved in 
the matter through Senators Burton and 
Dick, of Ohio. It is understood that 
Senator Root, of New York, is making 
a careful examination of the record in 
the Lorimer case. If he comeg out 
against the Illinois senator the fur Is 
Round to fly. Messrs. Root and Burton 
are g@ble lawyers, powerful debaters, 
and, in addition, have the prestige that 
attaches to men who are known to be 
in the confidence of the administration. 
Root and Burton's opposition to Lori- 
mer expresses the opposition at the 
white house. 

Friends of Mr. Lorimer have looked 
toward the white house with a good 
deal of alarm. They know that the 
president has been urged to take up 
‘the cudgels against Lorimer. They 
know further that protests against 
Lorimer are coming in from the coun- 
try. Opponents of Lorimer are making 
an effort to defer action in the case as 
long as possible. They are doing this 
on the theory that the more delay the 
more noige, and they are convinced that 
if the case is properly placed before 
the public, a heavy vote will be regis- 
tered against the Illinois man even if 
he is not defeated. 

The senators who signed their names 
to the report declaring in favor of Lor- 
imer will make every effort to dispose 
of the case this month. They have al- 
ready been placed on the defensive, and 
feel that an early dispos...on of tne 
case will be better for them. So as 
s00n as the session meets the leaders 
of the two sides will begin to jockey 


for position.

All Comers Welcomed 
by Famous Taft Smile. 


The Number of Callers Some- 
what Diminished ---- Speaker 
Cannon, in a Flowing Frock 
Coat and Wide-Cut Collar, 
Attracted Much Attention. 


Washington, January 2?.—Notwith- 
standing that the sky was overcast and 
a heavy mist filled the air, the usual 
phalanx of American citizens, possi- 
bly somewhat diminished, stood in 
front of the white house today to 
make the customary New Year's call 
upon the president of the United 
States. 

The doors were opened at 11 o’clock 
when the president began the ordeal 
of the day. He was supported by 
the members of his official household, 
including most of the cabinet officers, 
and greeted all comers with the assur- 
ing smile and cordial handshake for 
which he has become famous. Mrs. 
Taft and the cabinet ladies received in 
the blue room., 

The members of the diplomatic corps 
were the first to appear, and they were 
followed in rapid. succession by the 
official bodies of the administration. 
After these came the great body of 
American citizens, who-continued for 
some tine to file past the receiving 
line. 

In Full Court Costume. 

Baron von Hengelmuller, the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian ambassador, dean of the 
diplomatic corps in Washington, was 
first to pay his respects to the presi- 
dent and Mrs. Taft. He was attired 
in full court costume, a Hussar cape 
of red velvet thrown about his shoul- 
ders. About his patent leather boots 
a cavalry saber clanked. The baron 
was attended only by members of his 
staff. The baroness was detained at 
the embassy by an attack of illness. 

A full half hour was given over to 
the reception of the diplomats, and the 
scene as they passed through the red 
and blue rooms to the east room was 
a most brilliant one. Practically every 
civilized nation was represented. Am- 
bassador Bryce, of Great Britain, who 
returned via Europe only yesterday 
from a trip through’ South America. 
held a little impromptu reception of 
his own in the east room, after paying 
his respects to the presidential party. 

The Chinese family, in rich Oriental 
robes, formed an attractive group. 

The Supreme Justices. 

Following the diplomatic corps came 
the supreme justices, the line headed 
by the chief justice, Mr. White. Sena- 
tors and representatives followed the 
judiciary. The congressional con- 
tingent was not a large one, however, 
for congress will not reassemble until 
Thursday, and most of the legislators 
are out of the city. 

Speaker Cannon, in a flowing frock 
coat, a wide cut collar and black string 
tie, was a center of interest. Champ 
Clark, who is slated to succeed Mr. 
Cannon as speaker, was late in reach- 
ing the white house. He modestly 
stood by while the army and navy of- 
ficers were paying their respects and 
then fel) into line. He received a cor- 
dial greeting. 

Representative Payne, of New York, 
the republican floor leader of the 
house, and a stalwart among. the stal- 
warts, also was late, and when he took 
his place in line it was in company 
with two of the most conspicuous in- 
surgents. He was flanked on one side 
by Senator Bristow, of Kansas, and on 
the other by Representative Hayes, of 
California. Representative Henry, of 
Texas, a democrat, joined the trio, “‘to 
preserve the peace,” he declared. 


General Miles Heads Army Officers. 

As for many years past, Gen. Nel- 
son A. Miles, retired, headed the long 
line of army officers, who callefii in 
full dress uniforms. With him walk- 
ed Gen. Leonard Wood, the chief of 
staff of the army. All the officers 
stationed in or about Washington were

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Over an Amendment 


Proposed by Depew. 


Depew Wants to Saddle Reso- 
lution to Elect Senators by 
Direct Vote With a Proposi- 
tion Which Southerners Will 
Not Stand For.

Washington, January 2,—(Special.) 
A resolution proposing an amendment 
to the constitution to provide for the 
election of Uniteg States senators by 
the people may be adopted at this ses- 
sion of the senate. The only thing 
that stands in the way of this result 
is an amendment by Senator Depew, 
which «is objectionable to southern 
senators. The opponents of the prin- 
ciple of popular elections are resorting 
to this means to defeat the move. 

The Depew amendment is aimed at 
the registration laws of the south and 
asserts the right of congress to pre- 
scribe the qualification of voters and 
to canvass the returns. Democratic 
senators wil] oppose such an assump- 
tion of power until every negro in 
the country has changed his skin, or 
until a certain place mentioned in the 
Bible is frozen completely over. 

All But Nine States. 

Though all but nine states 
declared for popular election or popu- 
lar nomination of senators, and though 
the house has four times passed a 
resolution to incorporate the principle 
in the federal constitution, the senate 
has four times balked. 

The vitality of the Depew amend- 


have 


' ment has made the advocate of popu- 


lar rule less hopeful of success this 
time than they formerly were. The 
Depew amendment, which savors of 
the Force bill, follows: 

“The qualifications of citizens en- 
titled to vote for United States sena- 
tors and representatives in congress 
shall be uniform in all the states, and 
congress shall have power to enforce 
this article by appropriate legislation 
and to provide. for the registration of 
citizens entitled to vote, the conduct 
of such elections ang the certification 
of the result.” 

Mr. Depew voted against taking ac- 
tion on the resolution for the election 
of senators by popular vote when it 
come up in the senate two years ago. 
For that reason those who favor the 
proposed constitutional amendment 
consider his amendment as in the na- 
ture of an unfriendly act. In fact 
they do not hesitate to say that the 
proposition to give the féderal gov- 
ernment control of the primary con- 
tests comes from a hostile source and 
will only receive the support of those 
who are fundamentally opposed to the 
election of senators by direct vote. 

A subcommittee of the senate com- 
mittee on privileges and elections has 
reported favorably the resolution for 
the submission of the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment, and it is to be 
acted upon at @ meeting of the ful] 
committee this week. 

States Have Declared for It. 

Only nine of the states have failed 
to declare by legislative enactment 
in favor of the election of senators by 
popular vote. These are West Vir- 
ginia, Delaware, Massachusetts, Maine, 
New York, New Hampshiré, Vermont. 
Connecticut and Rhode Island. In 
addition the house of representatives 
has on four separate occasions passed 
by a two-thirds vote a resolution pro- 
posing such a constitutional amend- 
ment. The senate has on each oc- 
casion failed or refused to vote on 
the resolution. 

The only vote so far taken on this 
question was in 1908, when Senator 
Owen, of Oklahoma, brought up for 
consideration a _ resolution he had 
offered. A motion to refer the reso- 
lution to the senate committee on 
privileges and elections, where it now 
is, prevailed by a vote of 33 to 20. 
Thirty-nine senators did not vote. 
Twenty-seven of them are still in the 
Senate and nineteen of them’ will be 
members of the senate that will come 
into life on March 4. 

Senator Bristor, of Kansas, 
sponsible for the present 
of the question. He secured an agree- 
ment just before adjournment for the 
holiday recess that a vote would be 
taken on the resolution at this ses- 
sion. If it fails this time the resolu- 
tion will be brought forward next 
winter.

Mr. Justice Lamar made his bow to 
Washington society tonight at an in- 
formal reception tendered him and 
Mrs. Lamar by his fellow townsman, 
Captain Archibald Butt, military aide 
to the president. Another former 
“citizen” of Augusta in the person of 
President Taft dropped in during the 
evening to assist In doing honor to 
the distinguished Georgia jurist whom 
he recently elevated to the supreme 
bench. 

Captain Butt’s guests were initiated 
into the mysteries of an old-fashioned 
“Georgia eggnog drinking.” 

Apropos of the induction into office 
of Judge Lamar, of Georgia, tomor- 
rom, the Charleston News and 
Courier has an editorial on the subject 
which for deductive analysis deserves 
a line-o-type or two of praise. The 


Charleston paper says: 

“Judge Lamar owes his appointment 
to the supreme court to the fact that 
Augusta, Ga., has a good tourist hotel 
and excellent golf limks. 

“There is food for thought here for 
those who like to ponder the interrela- 
tion of things. There is food for 
thought, also, for practical, everyday, 
business men. 

“President Taft had scores of names 
under consideration for the _ place 
which in the end he tendered to the 
eminent Georgia jurist. It is no dis- 
paragement of Justice Lamar’s abilities 
or of his other qualifications to sit up- 
on the supreme bench to say that 
numbers of gather lawyers were doubt- 
less recommended to the president as 
highly as he. How, then, did Mr. Taft 
come to name Judge Lamar? The 
answer is perfectly evident. The 
president knew Judge Lamar person- 
ally, had had opportunity to judge for 
himself of the Georgian’s fitness for 
the position to which he has been ap- 
pointed. 

“Rut for the weeks which Mr. Taft 
spent in Augusta he would have had 
no such opportunity. But for the ac- 
commodations which the Georgia city 
afforded him he would not have gone 
there.”’ 

Since the Atlanta Athletic Club has 
golf links that far outclass those of 
Augusta or Aiken, and a tourist hotel 
building, other big things besides 
President Taft and a supreme court 
justiceship may be headed Georgia's

RAILWAYS NEED 
MORE CEFICIENCY 


And Not Higher Freight 
Rates, Says Brandeis. 


Counsel for Shippers Files 
Notable Brief With the Com- 
merce Commission---Manage- 
ment of American Roads At- 
tacked. 


Washington, . January 2—Higher 
Standards of efficiency, not increased 
freight charges, are the paramount 
needs today of American railways. 
This proposition is the essence of the 
brief filed today with the interstate 
commerce commission by Louis D. 
Brandeis, of Boston, counsel for the 
traffic commission of commercial or- 
@eanizations of the Atlantic seaboard, in 
the investigation by the commission of 
the proposed advances in freight rates 
by carriers in official classification 
territory—that part of the country east 
of the Mississippi and north of the 
Ohio and Potomac rivers. 

Railroad managers, Mr. Brandeis 
contends, in an effort to meet existing 
needs should not look without but 
within. 

Scientific Management Needed. 

“If their net income is insufficient.” 
he says, “the proper remedy is not 
higher rates resulting in higher costs 
and lessened business, but scientiftc 
management, resulting in lower costs, 
in higher wages and increased busi- 
ness, [f their credit is impaired, the 
proper remedy is not to apply the de- 
lusive stimulgnt of higher rates, but to 
Strengthen their organizations by in- 
troducing advanced methods and elim- 
inating questionable practices.

Washington, January 2.—(Speolal.) 
The success of the movement urged by 
President Taft to secure the creation 
of a tariff commission to take the 
Place of the exitsing anomalous tarif® 
board, will be of far-reaching effect 
economically and considerably change 
the face of things political. 

The plan is growing in favor and 
will be actively supported by the ad- 
ministration and by both the regular 
and insurgent factions of the repub- 
lican party.

In the sen- 
ate it was desired that in applying the 
maximum and minimum provisions of 
the tariff law, experts might be se- 
cured to investigate thoroughly the 
tariff regulations of various countries 
to ascertain which of them 4discrimfe 
nated against American products, s@® 
that the products of those countires 
might be sujected to the maximum 
tariff duty when imported into this 
country. 

Senator Beveridge, in his speech in 
fayor of a tariff commission, empha- 
sized the inability of the tariff makers 
to furnish the senate any facts to jus- 
tify or explain the rates of duty im- 
posed in the bill. He proposed to Mr. 
Aldrich the incorporation of an amend- 
ment authorizing the president to ap- 
point persons who might make a thor- 
ough investigation, examine witnesses 
under oath, inspect books and papers, 
and by other means make a real in- 
quiry into conditions they were sup- 
posed to examine. 

But Mr. Aldrich changed the word- 
ing of the amendment so as to make 
the persons named mere “employees” 
instead of “appointees,” and simply 
authorized them to 
tion,” in regard to the maximum and 
minimum clause. The provision for 
them to secure further “information 
which will be useful to congress in 
tariff legislation,” was stricken out in 
conference, as was the further author- 
ity for them “to make thorough inves- 
tigations and examinations into the 
production, commerce and trade of the

Will Alé@rich Block Amendment? 

The question now arises whether 
Mr. Aldrich will block, or attempt to 
block, the movement to provide - tar- 
iff board with real power and effect- 
iveness, with authority to make real 
investigations that will be helpful to 
congress in making tariff bills. 

The opponents of the tariff commis- 
sion plan-insist that the only prac- 
tical purpose it will accomplish is to 
gather facts which the ways and 
means committee of the house and tue 
finance committee of the senate are 
now expected to gather when a tariff 
dill is to be framed. That, therefore, 
the work of a tariff board would be 
wasted, since congress would expect 
to go over the whole facts and inform 
itself. However, it is true that during 
the consideration of the Payne-Aldrich 
bill, the “facts” on which the various 
schedules were based, were negligible 
quantities. 

The proposed legislation will be 
given the right-of-way immediately 
after the holidays; and will be urged 
with all the force and power the ad- 
ministration can bring to bear. The 
bill of Representative Longworth, of 
Ohio, which embraces features of the 
bills introduced by Senators Bever- 
idge and La Follette, will be the basis 
for discussion and action. 

The idea was advocated by Presi- 
dent Taft in his initial mess-ge to 
congress at this session, when he 
recommended a revision of the tariff 
one schedule at a time, and upon in- 
formation compiled and presented upon 
request of congress or the president by 
the tariff board. In his message the 


president said: 


“The halt in business and the shock 
to business, due to the announcement 
that a new tariff bill is to be prepared 
and put in operation, will be avoided 
by treating the schedules one by one 
as} occasion shall arise for a change 
in the rates of each, and only after a 
report upon the schedule by the tariff 
board competent to make such. report. 

- . +. The carrying out of this plan 
involves the full co-operation of con- 
gress in limiting the consideration in 
tariff’ matters to one schedule a 
time, because if a proposed amendment 
to a tariff bil) is to involve a complete 
consideration of all the schedules and 
another revision, then we shall only 
repeat the evil from which the busi- 
ness of this country has in time. past 
suffered most grievously by stagna- 
tion and uncertainty, pending a re. t- 
tlement of a law affecting all business 
directly and indirectly. I cannot too 
much emphasize the importance and 
benefit of the plan above proposed for 
the treatment of the tariff.” 

Senator Newlands to Speak. 

Upon the reconvening of congress 
next week, Senator Newlands will ad- 
dress the senate on the plan of revis- 
ing the tariff by schedules. In dis- 
cussing his position he says: 

“For some time prior to and during 
the tariff debate I had advocated a 
tariff commission different from that 
usually urged. I have insisted that it 
was impossible to frame a scientific or 
rational tariff by the customary metf- 
ods of legislative action; that the 
conflict. of section, of interest, and of 
party view, both as to the rule which 
Should be followed, and the details of 
carrying it out, would involve illog- 


criminating against the United States | ical trades, bargainings ana compro- 


mises; and that the 
way of adjusting the 
turn over the revision, modification 
and reduction of existing rates of 
duty, just as congress turned over 
the revision of the rates of interstate 
transportation, to a commission act- 
ing under a rule fixed by congress; 
Such commission to have full power 
of examination, investigation, and ree- 
Ommendation to congress, as well as 
to condemn a duty which is unreason- 
ably high as measured by the rule 
fixed by congress. 

“T am of the opinion that almost 
all the unsettied questions which are 
vexing congress relate to the national 
power to regulate interstate and for- 
eign commerce, and that as the states 
have parted with this power and have 
Sranted it to the nation there should 
be full and comprehensive legislation 
upon the three branches of interstate 
commerce, namely: Interstate 
portation, involving the railways and 
waterways; interstate trade, 
the big combinations and trusts; and 
interstate exchange, involving the op- 
erations of both national and state 
banks as its instrumentalities. He 
Claims that as the states have parted 
with the right to regulate these things 
they have a right to insist that the 
nation shall legisiate broadly and com- 
prehensively upon them, and that the 
objection as to the centralization of 
power at Washington has nothing to 
do with the question, as the nation is 
the only sovereignty that can act and 
the states have no power to act. 

“Ag the senate will be republican 
and the house democratic, partisan 
legisiation is impossible upon the 
questions of the tariff and interstate 
commerce, which are causing the pop- 
ular unrest; but I see no reason why 
both parties should not’ unite in 
needed legislation upon such portions 
of these subjects as do not involve 
partisan principle by the immediate 
adoption of such legislation as may 
be found not inconsistent with the 
principles of either party, leaving 
partisan questions to abide the result 
of the next general election. I believe 
that a basis for rational legislative 
action can be found in a general re- 
duction of the tariff, by legislation 
which will feel our way downward 
and provide a brake upon reduction 
whenever it threatens excessive for- 
eign importations to the injury of 
existing American industry.”

VENUS INHABITED, 
WRITES PROF. SEE 
Astronomer § Says Some Kind 


of Intelligent Beings Live 
on the Planet. 


Montgomery, Mo., January 2.—In a 
letter to relatives here T. J. J. See. as- 
tronomer in charge of the United 
States naval observatory on Mare Is- 
land, California, says the planet Venus 
probably is inhabited. He says: 

“Just as the earth never rotated very 
rapidiy and has not been appreciably 
retarded by the effects of tidal fric- 
tion, so also Venus likewise has es- 
caped a corresponding retardation of 
axial rotation, and still rotates in 23 
hours 21 minutes, as has been held by 
ebservers since the day of Cassini, in 
1667. 

“Accordingly, it follows that the con- 
ditions of this planet are more like 
those of the earth than any” other 
body of our system. 

“Venus rotates 36 minutes 
than the earth and is inside the earth's 
orbit. There is seen to be a profound 
physical cause, which has operated to 
establish the period of 23 hours 21 
minutes first inferred from observa- 
tions taken over two centuries ago. 

“The planet Venus, therefore. 
habitable and provably inhabited 
some kind of intelligent beings.’

Pottsville, Pa., January 2.-—His skull

FOR INCOME TAY 
HARMON PLEADS 


In His Message to Ohio 
Legislature. 


Governor Also Urges Economy 
on Part of Public Servants. 
Democrats Control the Legis- 
lature and Will Name United 
States Senator. 


Ohio, January 2.—*When 
the government is conducted by the 
people themselves,” said Governor 
Judson Harmon. in his annual message 
to the Ohio legislature, “every citizen 
ought to regard contributing to its 
support as a patriotic duty, the shirk- 
ing of which involves disgrace. Yet 
many evade their taxes. The result 
is that those who do and those who 
from their condition, or the nature 
of their property have not equal 
means of evasion, have to pay more 
than their share of the public ex- 
penditures, so that discontent mars 
the cordial relations which should ex- 
ist between the people and their gov- 
ernment. 

“The people who support the gov- 
ernment have to economize. Why 
should their public servants not do 
the same? 

“At the last session,” continued the 
governor, “I transmitted the proposed 
amendment to the federal constitution 
authorizing the levy of a tax on in- 
comes, and recommended its adoption, 
but no action was taken. A few 
states have undertaken to tax in- 
comes, but, as I am advised, with lit- 
tle success. Changes of legal: rest- 
dence are too easy to make. The ef- 
ficiency of a federal income tax has 
been proved.” 

The seventy-ninth general assem- 
bly of Ohio opened today at 10 o’clock 
with the democrats, the first time in 
two decades, in control of both 
branches, and Judson Harmon,a demo- 
crat, in the gubernatorial chair, hav- 
ing been re-elected at the November 
election. 

Unusual interest !s shown in the 
proceedings of the legislature, because 
a successor will be elected to succeed 
United States Senator Charles Dick, a 
republican, and because of the fact 
that Governor Harmon its believed to 
be in training for the presidential 
nomination. 

Pledged te Many Reforma. 

Aside from the eontest for United 
States senator, many questions of 
more than state-wide interest will 
come before the legislature. The dem- 
Ocrats are pledged to many reforms. 
One of the most important measures 
is to limit the tax rate to 1 per cent 
without authority to increase this ex- 
cept by vote of the people. 

The democrats are also pledged to 
pass the bill to establish a non-par- 
tisan judiciary by providing for the 
election of all judicial candidates on 
a separate ballot without party desig- 
nation. 

The democratic state platform also 
requires the passage of bills 
the hours of employment of labor fer 
women and the adoption of resolu- 
tions favoring the initiative and ref- 
erendum, the election of United States 
senators by direct vote of the people 
and a federal income tax.

CARRIED A RECORD 


Dryest and Coldest Year 
Since 1904, Says the 


Forecaster. 


In so far as rainfall was concerned, 


1910 passed into history as the dry- 
est year since 1904. 

The total rainfall for the year 
amounted to only 37.12 inches, which 
was 12.24 inches below the average, 
or more than a foot less of rain than 
Atlanta and vicinity might reasonably 
have expected. 

In 1904 the total rainfall was 33.30 
inches, so that year was just a few 
inches dryer than the year just closed, 
but 1910 was dry a-plenty at that. 

During the last six months of the 
year every month except one—October 
—fell from one to three inches below 
normal in the matter of rainfall, so 
that the last half was some dryer 
than the first. 

The wettest month of the year was 
May, with 6.39 inches, and the dryest 
was November, with .57 inches, which 
was no rain to speak of. 

The year also has the distinction 
of being the coldest year since 1906. 
The lowest mean temperature for the 
entire year was 60.6 degrees, as com- 
pared with 60.5 degrees in 1905. 

The coldest day of the year was 
February 13, with a temperature of 
16 degrees, and the hottest was Sep- 
tember 8, with the mercury registering 
at 92 degrees. 

The wind in 1910 lay rather low, 
and only seven times did it blow at 
greater speed than 40 miles an hour. 
The highest wind velocity was attain- 
ed on May 12, when a 60-mile wind 
made life very unpleasant for pedes- 
trians. 

On that day also occurred the only 
hail storm of any significance during 
the year, and it wasn't so very sig- 
nificant. A few window panes were 
smashed, but the damage was incon- 
siderable as compared with hail storms 
of other years. 

The absence of wind and the lack 
of storms of any great consequence 
made the year one of the quietest in 
that respect that has passed over in 
several years.

“Especially is sole leather loaded, 
which ought not to be,” said Dr. Wiley, 
“Glucose adds to the weight of the 
leather, and, of course, when you g° 
out into the wet and snow the giucose, 
which igs soluble, runs out and the 
water runs into its place.

man of the house committee on ap- 
propriations, and Representative David 
J. Foster, of Vermont, chairman of 
the house committee on foreign af- 
fairs, will renew the campaign against 
the plan to spend millions for the for- 
tifications of the Panama canal. They 
are opposed to the fortification of the 
canal property, first, on the ground 
of economy, and second, on the ground 
that such a course would not be ap- 
proved by the other powers. 

Mr. Tawney is the man who has a 
good deal to do with the purse strings 
of the government, and therefore has 
considerable infiuence in the house. 
He has joined with Chairman Foster 
in the support of the Keifer resolu- 
tion, now pending before the foreign 
affairs committee, which provides that 
the nations of the world shall be in- 
vited to subscribe to a treaty declar- 
ing the canal zone to be neutral prop- 
erty. This would protect the canal in 
time of war, and at the same time 
save Uncle Sam millions of dollars. 

Messrs, Tawney and Foster will 
voice their objections to the fortifica- 
tion of the Panama canal at a meet- 
ing of the New York Peace Society to 
be held in New York City this month. 
Andrew Carnegie is president of this 
organization. He has announced him- 
self as favorable to the neutralization 
of the canal. 

The administration is committed to 
the policy of fortification, and Presi- 
dent Taft will send a special message 
to congress on the subject this month. 
The president’s insistence on his 
point, and the opposition of such lead- 
ers as Tawney and Foster in the house 
and Eugene Hale, of Maine, in the 
senate, make for a determined fight. 

Congressional Apportionment. 

A conference of house leaders wil! 
soon be held to determine whether an 
apportionment act shall be passed at 
his session of congress. Opposition 
to enlargement of the house personne! 
has faded away. A coalition of dele- 
gations from states that have lost in 
population and would thus lose in 
representation if the house were kept 
at approximately its present size, made 
futile the efforts of the leaders to 
force the adoption of a measure lim- 
iting the house membership. So it 
has been decided that a unit of repre- 
sentation shall be adopted that will 
insure every state maintaining at least 
its present strength in the house. 
Some states will gain members of 
course, but no state will lose mem- 
bers by reason of a decline in popula- 
tion. The house as at present con- 
atituted numbers 391 men:bers. “Tha 
indications are that the number will 
be increased to at least 430. 

Now that the form of the appor- 
tionment act has been determined, it 
is up to the leaders to determine 
whether the measure shall be passed 
at this session. For political reasons, 
some republicans favor postponing ac- 
tion on the bill until next winter. 
Whether such a course will be fol- 
lowed is soon to be decided. 

Tariff’ Commission. 

, Only determined opposition on the 
democratic side can prevent the crea- 
tion of a permanent tariff board. 
Regular and progressive republicans, 
Or at least a sufficient number of them 


to insure permanent action, have sig-' 


nified a purpose to support the Long- 
worth bill, which has the approval 
of the administration. The demo- 
crats are in a position to prevent this 
legisiation. The Longwortn bill may 
be easily passed in the house, but if 
the democrats are so disposed it can 
be talked to death in the senate, ow- 
ing to the brief period remaining of 
the present congress. A year ago the 
democrats were quite opposed to the 
idea of a tariff board. They fought it 
on the ground that it was nothing 
more nor less than a step in the direc- 
tion of delegating the powers of con- 
gress in the matter of revenue legis- 
lation to an administrative body. 

Now, the Longworth bill provides 
for the creation of a board of inquiry, 
a board that shall have authority to 
make investigations into cost of pro- 
duction here and abroad, and to lay 
such data as it may collect before 
congress. The board as proposed to 
be set up by the Longworth bill would 
not make reccmmendations, nor sug- 
gest changes of any kind in the tariff 
laws. It would merely oollect facts 
from authentic sources and submit 
them on demand for the guidance o* 
congress when that body took up 
measures with a view to the particu- 
lar or general revision of the tariff. 

Democrats are not only In a position 
to absolutely prevent the creation ef a 
permanent tariff board, but have it in 
their power to legislate the present 
board out of existence. The tariff 
board now operating derives its funds 
and its authority from the sundry civil 
bill. Unless given a permanent status 
by affirmative legislation, or granted 
funds to do business, it will have to 
be discontinued, The sundry civil bill 
will soon be reported to the house, 
and it will then be disclosed what the 
democratic attitude is to be toward 
tariff? board legislation. 

A short session of congress, that 
is to say, the concluding session of 
congress, is usually a pretty tame af- 
fair. Generally speaking, routine 
business only is transacted, as the 
session begins on the first Monday in 
December and terminates by consti- 
tutional limitation on March 4. The 
time is regarded as too limited to per- 
mit of the consideration of an ambi- 
tious legislative program. As the 
control of the house was turned over 
to the democrats in November last, 
and they will take charge in Decem- 
ber, 1911, it is up to the present ma- 
jority to make the most of the time 
that remains. Hence the unusual ac- 
tivity now.

After getting into the corridor one 
of the bars on the window at the 
end was sawed close to the sill and a 
heavy piece of scantling, afterward 
left in the corridor by the escaping 
prisoners, was useg to prize it upward, 
making a space large enough for a 
man to slip through easily. The 
blanket rope was tied to the bar, 
making gescent a matter of a few mo- 
ments. 

The bar w.iich was sawed by the 
men is of iron, about an inch in 
diameter. It is eut clean, showing 
that the tool used was a saw. The 
work did } -t require more than fifteen 
minutes to complete. The scantling 
was of pine, commonly known as a 
“2x4,” a stout piece of timber suf- 
ficiently strong, when used as a lever, 
ta bend the strongest bar.

WIN FIRST ROUND 


Tennessee House Organ- 
ized After Fight. 


Regulars Refused to Vote and 
Attempted to Block Every 
Move of Fusionists --- Colonel 
Nat Baxter Elected Speaker 
of Senate. 


Nashville, Tenn., January 2.—The 
fifty-seventh biennial session of the 
general assembly of Tennessee began 
and did not begin today. The senate 
fully under the control of the regular 
democrats, perfected organization 
without difficulty by electing all the 
nominees of the democratic caucus, in- 
cluding N. Baxter, Jr., as speaker. The 
republican and independent members 
each put forward a candidate for 
speaker, but after the roll was called 
and Baxter elected, Senator Hale, the 
republican nominee for speaker, moved 
a unanimous vote for Baxter, which 
Was agreed to. The other official 
nominations were all unanimously 
elected, the fusionists voting for them 
without question. 

In the house the situation was, how- 
ever, entirely different. The repub- 
licans had agreed to support the choice 
of the independent democrats for 
Speaker, chief clerk and assistant 
clerk. The independent democrats 
caucused in the morning behind closed 
doors, while the regulars also held a 
Star chamber session. 

Regulars Refuse to Vote. 

At noon, when the house was called 
to order by Chief Clerk Martin of the 
last house, only fifty-nine members ap- 
peared to be sworn in. This was seven 
less than a quorum, but after some 
wrangling the fusionists proceeded 
with the temporary organization by 
electing J. Harry Swan. Jf. temporary 
speaker, and Fred T. Wilson, clerk. The 
regular’s floor leader, Mr. Puryear, 
objected to every move on the ground 
that the proceedings were not in .ac- 
cordance with the constitution. His 
Objections were all overruled. 

At 3 o’clock another session was 
held, this time with sixty-two members 
present, but on the motion to xo into 
permanent organization the regulars 
refrained from voting.

Public Schools and Teachers’ Salaries. 


The rapid growth and development 
ef the city within the last twenty-five 
years, both in point of population and 
along industrial and commercial! lines, 
has been marvelous and gratifying. 

Different factors have contributed 
their quota of influence in this achieve- 
ment of progress and upbuilding. No 
emall amount of the city’s growth is 
Gue to the fact that it is built upon 
an hundred hills, at an elevation of 
1,100 feet or more above the sea; that 
our climate is invigorating, health- 
bestowing and lacking in the extremes 
of heat and cold that prevail in the 
more northerly and southerly sections 
of our country; that our section is 
immune from epidemics of disease and 
pestilence of an unusual character. 
Our unlimited supply of pure water, 
our unmexeclied natural facilities, and 
the hundreds of churches that lift 
their spires heavenward, have al! been 

otent contributing causes to the up- 

ullding of this prosperous metropoll- 

tan city; but to my mind the most 
potential factor in the construction 
of the Atlanta of today has been its 
eplendid system of public schools, that 
has attracted a worthy citizenship 
from all climes, and from al! sections 
of our country. 

The public schools of the city have 
@ tota] enrollment of more than twen- 
ty thousand pupils, employing more 
than four hundred teachers. The city 
has not in the past sustained the pub- 
lic schools in a way and manner their 
importance demand. In 1896, at the 
time the tax rate of the city was re- 
duced to one dollar and twenty-five 
($1.25) cents, it was-necessary to re- 
duce the salary of al! employees, includ- 
ing the salary of the teachers in the 
schools. Graduaily, the city has re- 
stored salaries to all citv employees, 
except the teachers, to whom no sub- 
stantial increase was given until a 
year or more since. The city recog- 
nized the injustice being done to its 
teachers, and authorized the board of 
education to incredse the minimum 
pay of teachers from forty dollars to 
fifty dollars per month, for a scholastic 
year of ten months; and more recently, 
the minimum salary of teachers was 
increased to fifty-two dollars and fif- 
ty cents ($52.50), which sum is now be- 
ing paid for the first year of employ- 
ment, with a graduated scale of in- 
crease based upon years of service and 
experience. 


Facing a Crisis. 

The efficient superintendent of 
schools, in reviewing the present situa- 
tion, has truthfully stated, “the pub- 
lic schools of the city are facing a 
crisis in their ‘history.” This condi- 
tion is brought about solely from the 
fact that Atlanta is not paying her 
teachers salaries they are fairly and 
honestiy entitled to receive, in view 
of the importance of their work, and 
the duties they are required to per- 
form. The salaries paid do not attract 
the most capable teaching material. 
We have in our system a great many 
efficient teachers, who are doing splen- 
did work; but many of them are drop- 
ping out and going into other lines of 
employment. We are unable to »rop- 
erly supply their places with new 
teachers at the present salaries. Ot’ -°s 
are leaving our system, and going into 
smaller towns and villages which pay 
better salaries. 

To make a successful teacher, re- 
quires years.-ef training. This train- 
ing is necessarily attended with great 
expense. Notwithstanding these years 
of preparation and qualification re- 
quired, the city at present offers to 
teachers for training the mind, con- 
science, morals and manners of our 
children, salaries that are less than 


the wages paid unskilled manual iabor, 
which requires little preparation. 

The present -alaries we are paying 
teachers are a discredit to the city; the 
mwreat increase in the cost of living, 
prevailing during the recent years, 
demands that we pay more. To secure 
and keep capable teachers, we must 
pay better salaries. If we are un: ble 
to secure the services of comptent 
teachers, the high standard of our pub- 
lic school system will suffer and de- 
teriorate. This is a consequence we 
cannot permit, and I trust the general 
council will find a way to make @ 
substantia] increase in the compen- 
sation of these noble men and WoO:.en 
who are daily doing so much in mould- 
ing the lives and character of more 
than twenty thousand of the futyre 
men and women of this city. 

Night School for Girls, 


An organization of the city known 
as the Woman's Exchange, composed 
of a number of philanthropic women, 
has been maintaining as a charity for 
the past several months a night school 
for girls. 

This idea was conceived by the la- 
dies of the organization with a view 
to giving same educational advantages 
to a class of young women and girls 
who are compelled by force of circum- 
stances to work during the day. As at 
present maintained, this school has 
four téachers, who are imparting in- 
formation to about fifty pupils, the 
sessions being helg for several hours 
each night in the quarters occupled by 
the Woman’s Exchange, near the 
corner of Alabama and Broad streets. 
The patronage of this school (the 
necessity of which was doubted at the 
time) has fully justified the wisdom 
of the promoters and exceeded their 
most sanguine expectations, both in 
the mbhmber of pupils attending its 
sessions and in the work being ac- 
complished. Through the medium of 
this school young women are given 
opportunities to acquire knowledge 
which have hitherto been denied them 
by unavoidable circumstances. This 
enterprise, to this time supported by 
private charity, has, by the good work 
it is doing, appealed to and touched 
the public conscience. It should not 
be dependent upon either private or 
public charity for its maintenance. 
The city is, In good conscience and in 
good morals, as much obligated to 
support ang maintain this institution 
as it is to support its grammar 
schools or either of its high schools, 
and this obligation should appeal to 
us, not from the standpoint of charity, 
but to our sense of civic duty. 

The city has for years maintained a 
night school for boys, which is ac- 
complishing a great work for a class 
of deserving and worthy boys who, 
but for its existence, would grow up 
in ignorance and ill-fitted for the @u- 
ties of good citizenship. We are un- 
der greater obligations to do as well 
by our girls, who must necessarily 
work during the day for their living. 

This school should be incorporated 
as an integral part of our public 
schoo! system, equipped and sustained 
by the citv tn a way commensurate 
with the good it is capable of accom- 
plishing. I earnestly recommend that 
this be done and the school be thus 
enabled to extend and enlarge its 
usefulness. 


Medical Examination of 
dren, 

Of the many wise and beneficiai 
things accomplished during the admin- 
istration of my predecessor, Hon. RoD- 
ert F. Maddox, none stand out more 
conspicuously or are more fraught with 
good results to the present and future 
generations than the requirement oO! 
medical inspection of the children at- 
tending the public schools. 

The good results brought about Dy 
this wise action are already abundant- 
ly manifest by the two years’ trial of 
th’fs innovation in our public school 
system, and its usefulness should be 
still further extended. By the action 
of the general council, the board of 
education was enabled to employ one 
medical examiner, and three nurses, OF 
assistants, whose duty it is to make 
examinations and report as to the 
physical condition and health of those 
attending the public schools, 

The report of Dr. Stewart Roberts, | 
medical inspector, charged with this 
important work, and made to the board 
of education, and covering examina- 
tions for the period from april, 1909, 
to Jume, 1910, showed an unusual con- 
dition of physical defects among the 
school children, and fully demonstrated 
the importance of undertaking this 
work. 

His report showed the following in- 
teresting facts, as the result of his 
work covering the period of time indi- 
cated, to-wit: 

Number of children examined, 7,907. 

Number of children normal, 3,671. 

Number of children defective, 4,236. 

Per cent of children defective physi- 
cally, 53.5 per cent. 

Number of visitg to homes by three 
nurse, 4,053. 

Number of children treated ag a re- 
sult of examination, 2,144.

same percentage of defects as revealed 
by the report of his predecessor, Dr. 
Roberts, 

Most of the defects disclosed by these 
examinations are slight, and yield 
readily to treatment if given prompt 
attention; but if not discovered, or not 
treated promptly upon discovery, these 
slight defects would, many of them, 
become serious, and permanently im- 
pair the health of the children. 

The importance of this work cannot 
be too strongly stressed. If the work 
is properly Gone, it will result in @ 
physically better race of men and 
women. This work is now delayed by 
reason of the fact that one medical 
inspector and the present corps of as- 
sistants cannot perform the service as 
it should be rendered to be most ef- 
fective. Dr. Roberts and his assistants 
were more than a year in making ex- 
aminations of 7,907 children. At this 
rate it will be several yearg before 
Dr. Stephens can make his first round 
of examinations, although it is desir- 
able that the examinationg should be 
made annually. 

In order to do this work effectively 
the general council should provide 
for funds for at least one additional 
medical inspectof, with the necessary 
additional nurses, or assistants. I feel 
sure that no similar amount of money 
can be expended in a way that would 
result in greater permanent good. 


Saultary Affairs. 


This city, by reason of its elevation 
of more than 1,100 feet abcve the sea, 
with a rolling surface and unsurpass- 
ed natural drainage, should be noted 
for its healthfulness and its low death 


rate. 

Statistics do not entitle us to this 
distinction. Data furnished me by Dr. 
Je Kennedy, our city’s health of- 
ficer, which was compiled by him from 
the federal government reports for the 
year 1908 (the latest report awailable) 
demonstrates that Atlanta has not 
made the showing as to healthfulness 
that we have the right to expect. 

By this report it is shown that At- 
lanta’s death rate for the year of 1908 
was 21.1 per one thousand population; 
Savannah's was 21 per cent, Mobtile’s 
“1 per cerft, Norfolk's 20 per cent, 
Nashville's 20 per cent, Washington’s 
19.3 per cent, Baltimore’s 18.3 per cent, 
and Memphis’ 17.5 per cent. All these 
are southern cities, and show a lower 
death rate than Atlanta, despite our 
boasted natural advantages. These 
Statistics place Atlanta as the eighth 
city of the south in point of health- 
fulness, among the leading southern 
cities, when we should justly rank 
among the first. 

This showing is not to our 
tage, and is not what we should ex- 
pect. W hatever the cause, it should 
be remedied. No greater obligation 
rests upon the general council than to 
safeguard the ealth of the city. If 
by official neglect or carelessness we 
permit unsanitary and unhealthful 
conditions to exist that are inimical 
to health, and breed disease, and are 
destructive of human life, the munici- 
pality {s responsible, and we. as its 
servants, are primarily to blame. Let's 
to our sanitary condi- 
tions, and do what is necessary to pro- 
tect the people from disease and death. 
caused by unsanitary conditions. If 
equipment is needed to render more 
efficient the department charged with 
the care of the public hesith, we 
should supply such equipment. 

I believe the sanitary department 
and the health officers are doing the 
best they can, and are succeeding ad- 
mirably well with the means at their 
disposal. The equipment of this de- 
partment should be ample to keep the 
streets free from rubbish, dirt and 
filth, that breeds disease: should be 
sufficient to keep employed an ade- 
quate force to frequently and properly 
flush the sewers, during the dry heat- 
ed months, and to promptly remove 
from the premises of our citizens gar- 
bage, waste and refuse before decom- 
position intervenes to offend the olfac- 
a. jeopardize the health of the 
Ee 11, 
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Taxation and Tax Assessments. 


Much has been said and written re- 
cently upon the subject of taxation 
and tax assessments as affecting this 
city. 

Taxation can be defended and justi- 
SSsary tO Support government 
maintain and provide things 
to make up and sustain civilization 
and society. Taxes are burdensome 
to most people, and their levy and 
collection should be limited to an 
amount to meet the necessary demands 
of government, when honestly and eco- 
nomically administered. The levying 
of taxes should be uniform in opera- 
tion, in order that the burdens of ZOvV- 
ernment should be borne alike by all 
classes of property, so that every cit- 
izen shall bear his just and equitable 
Share of this burden, in proportion to 
his property holdings. 

The power to levy and collect taxes 
should, at all times, be wisely and oon- 
servatively exercised, and due care 
taken that not a farthing is wrung 
from the taxpayer that he does not 
honestly and justly owe ag his pro- 
portional part of the burden of public 
government. While proper regard 
should be had that no one pays more 
than his honest due, it is equally im- 
portant that every man do pay that 
Which is his just proportion of taxes: 
Otherwise some citizen will be bearing 
more than his share of this expense, 
and another will be bearing less. 

Our municipality has a system of as- 
Sessments of real property, and the 
basis of assessment is presumed to 
be 60 per cent of its actual cash mar- 
ket value at the time of assessment. 
This is probably as: just a basis of 
valuation and assessments as could 
be determined, and if 60 per cent of 
the value is to be the basis of assess- 
ment, this basis should be supplied 
indiscriminately and impartially to all 
classes of property, whether residen- 
tial or busfness, central! or suburban. 

As an illustration: If the home of a 
citizen is reasonably worth $1,000 at 
a fair, just, cash market valuation, 
it should be assessed for taxation at 
$600. And a piece of central invest- 
ment and tncome-bearing property 
that is fairly and honestly worth $100.- 
000 and is paying a reasonable. legit- 
imate return in the way of rents and 
income upon that amount, should be 
assessed for taxation at $60.000. 

To All Classes of Property. 

The basis of per cent of value for 
assessment should apply alike under 
tne rule to all classes of property, by 
whomsoeever such property may be 
owned, and wheresoever located. En- 
forcement of this rule will impose un- 
Just tax burdens upon no one. 

Under our system of assessments it 
ig more than likely that there are 
some inequalities. 1 make this state- 
ment: without intending, in the least, 
to disparage the judgment or effi- 
ciency Of either one of the three tax 
assessors of the city. I1 have great 
faith in their judgment and integrity. 

If there are such inequalities in as- 
sessments, they should be adjusted 
upon a basis that is equitable and fair, 
both to the city and to the property 
Owners. Great care and conservatism 
should be exercised in the matter of 
assessments. A low tax rate and rea- 
sonably fair assessments have contrib- 
uted greatly to the growth of the city, 
and it is very desirable, from every 
viewpoint, that the city’s tax rate 
should continue low and our assess- 
ments conservative and just, so that 
injustice be done neither the city or 
the citizens. 

Under our present system, three tax 
assessors are elected by the general 
council, who assess all real estate sub- 
ject to taxation. Their action in this 
respect is controlling and conclusive. 
There is no appeal from their action. 
The mayor nor the general! council has 
any authority to review their decision 
or judgment, or to hear and entertain 
an appeal from their action. Their 
exercise of power is absolute, and no 
authority, except the courts, can re- 
view or affect assessments fixed by the 
assessors. 

No other branch of the city govern- 
ment is clothed with such arbitrary 
power. The council has no such au- 
thority. The aldermanic board can, 
in certain classes of matters, dissent 
from and digagree to the action of 
council. The mayor has the right to 
review any ection of the general coun- 
cil, which body can, in turn, override 
the mayor's veto. There is a right of 
appeal or review 
every department of the city govern- 
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IMPORTANT SUGGESTIONS

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of Marietta street. 
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which our tax assessments are made 
is proper. It is undemocratic and con- 
trary to the spirit of our institutions. 
in my judgment, there should be a 
right of review on the part of the cit!- 
zens in matters of this kind. There 
should be some forum that a citizen 
Can appeal to, if he feels aggrieved 
as to the assessment of his property. 
If he thinks his or his neighbor's as- 
sessment too low and the assessors 
disagree with him, he is entitled to be 
heard on appeal, and if his complaint 
is that his or his neighbor's assess- 
ments are too high, and the assessors 
disagree with him in this contention, 
he is entitled to a review hearing on 
this complaint. 

This condition should be remedied 
by appropriate legislation, and I sug- 
gest for your consideration that there 
should be created a forum of review 
of matters of this character, which 
might be called a board of tax review, 
Or some other name as well, to be 
composed of the chairman of the 
finance committee, the chairman of the 
tax committee and the city comptrol- 
ler, and that to this board be referred 
all appeals from the tax assessors in- 
volving the question of assessments 
of realty. 

Departmental Boards. 


Under the present plan, department- 
al boards consist of twelve’ members, 
one each from the ten different city 
wards, and the mayor and the chair- 
man of the appropriate council com- 
mittee as ex-officio members. 

From my observations, made dur- 
ing a service of several 
one of the olty boards, 1 am fully con- 
vinced that these boards are too large, 
bulky and cumbersome, for the best 
and most efficient service. It rarely 
occurs that there is a full attendance 
at the meeting of the boards, and fre- 
quently great difficulty is had in get- 
ting a@ quorum to attend the stated 
regular meetings. The prompt and 
efficient administration of the affairs 
of the department under the imme- 
diate direction of the boards is thus 
impeded and retarded. 

The boards constitute a most im- 
portant part of our intricate municipal 
machinery. The board of education, 
police beard, board of health and the 
Water board are each charged with 
the responsibility of expending for 
thelr respective departments several 
hundred thousand dollars annually. 
Other boards annually disburse thou- 
sands of dollars in the support of their 
departments. The administration of 
the affairs of these boards is a matter 
of concern to the entire city. The 
duties and responsibilities resting 
upon them requires not only that the 
members shall be composed of men 


and executive ability, but that

ronment. 
The present system of election by 
wards is not, I believe, the better plan. 
Smaller boards, I am sure, would re- 
sult in a more businesslike adminis- 
tration of the affairs with which these 
boards are charged. 
I recommend that the present plan 
of electing members of boards be 
changed, and that in lieu thereof the 
territory of the city be divided into 
five board districts, of as near equal 
population as can be ascertained; that 
no one holding membership at this 
time on any of the boards be legislated 
out of office, but at the expiration of 
their terms, their successors be not 
elected until there shall be a vacancy 
in that particular board district, and 
in this manner reduce all of the de- 
partmental boards to seven members, 
one from the five board districts, with 
the mayor and the chairman of the ap- 
propriate council committee as ex- 
officio members. 

City Stockade Property. 


I respectfully suggest for your care- 
ful consideration, the desirability of 
selling the city stockade property. 

This property consists of approxi- 
mately ninety acres of land, and is 
located in a growing residential see- 
tion. Its presence in this section is a 
menace and barrier to proper growth 
and development. No section of the 
city is more favorably situated for 
such growth and expansion than that 
portion of the Third and Ninth wards 
surrounding and adjacent to the stock- 
ade. With fine natural advantages, 
g00q elevation § and ample natural 
drainage, this section (but for. the 
blighting influence of the stockade) 
would Keep pace with the marvelous 
development in other quarters. Apart 
from the influence this municipal prison 
may exert in depreciating property 
values in this section, its presence is 
obnoxious to a number of our people, 
who are daily subjected to visions of 
convicts tn shackles as they go to and 
from their work on the city’s streets. 
This institution in thelr midst is none

Important sugestions and recomendations made in the 
salutatory address of Mayor Courtland S. Winn are as follows: 

Increased salaries for the city’s teachers. 

A night school for girls as a part of the city school system. 

An additional medical inspector for the public schools. 

Reduction of Atlanta’s death rate, now a discredit to.the 
city, through better and more effective sanitation. 

Enforcement of the rule that a fixed basis of assessment 
shall be applied to all property subject to taxation. 

A more just and democratic system of assessing property 
for taxation, and permitting appeal from the assessors in cer- 


Reduction of the membership of the cumbersome depart- 


Construction of a driveway to Grant Park. 

The early widening of Peachtree street. 

Smooth pavement on Spring or some other street parallel 
with Peachtree to relieve congestion on the latter street. 

Prompt execution of the plans adopted for the widening 
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the less a nuigance because it is 
operated and maintained by the munic- 
ipality. 

Just what disposition should be made 
of this property is a question worthy 
of your careful thought and consid- 
eration. Personally. I do not believe 
the city has the moral right to main- 
tain such a nuisance in g@ residential 
section. 

The value of this property has been 
estimated to be about two hundred 
thousand dollars. I suggest that it be 
surveyed, platted, and laid off into lots 
and streets, then sold, and the proceeds, 
or So much thereof as may be neces- 
sary, added to the amount realized 
from the sale of the crematory bonds 
(which amount was ascertained to be 
insufficient tu build the crematory), 
and that a proper and convenient crem- 
atory site be purchased outside of the 
city on the line of some railroad and 
a crematory built. The remainder of 
the fund realized should be used in the 
erection of a prigon for convicts. In 
my opinion, this prison should be lo- 
cated on a portion of the property now 
occupled by the police barracks. 

A suggestion made by a member of 
this body that the city stockade might 
properly be converted into school 
bulldings, is deserving of thoughttul 
consideration. Should this suggestion 
be adopted, the city could, I believe, 
after reserving enough land to go with 
the buildings for playgrounds, sell the 
remainder at a good price. 


Driveway to Grant Park. 


I desire to call your especial atten- 
tion to the necessity for a smooth 
paved street and driveway to connect 
Grant Park with the center of the city. 

Grant Park is a magnificent munic- 
ipal asset, In which every man, wom- 
an and child in Atlanta feels a pride. 
With its zoo, cyclorama, boating, wide 
pavilions and natural beauty, it at- 
tracts during the heated months of 
the year all ages and classes of our 
citizens. They go to this park on the 
Street cars, in automobiles, on foot, 
and in every kind of wheeled vehicles. 
It is the people's playground and 
pleasure resort during a good portion 
of the year. This being true, the city 
should provide ample and easy means 
for the people to reach Grant Park 
with ag little inconvenience as pos- 
Bible. 

The street car facilities to this re- 
sort are ample. The means of safe 
traffic for pedestrians are sufficient, 
but there Is not a street leading into 
the park that has a first-class pave- 
ment upon it, and over which vehicles 
can travel with ease and comfort to 
their occupants 

A street leading into the park and 
connecting with another street which 
runs to the center of the city, and has 
a smooth pavement, should be consid- 
ered by the general council, and a 
pavement of bitulithic asphalt, or 
wooden blocks, should be placed upon 
the roughly-paved street, thus afford- 
ing a continuous driveway over @ 
smooth pavement, from the center o€ 
the city to the park. Capitol avenue, 
Pryor and Washington streets all have 
smooth pavements; all afford easy ac- 
cess to the central portion of the city 
where smooth paved streets from dif- 
ferent sections converge. 

With the interest in this park by 
all the people of Atlanta, I belleve the 
county authorities could, with little 
effort, be induced to lend a helping 
hand in carrying to completion the 
work suggested. 

Widening of Peachtree Street. 
‘The general council] of 1910 has re- 
ferred to thty council for consideration 
the question of widening Peachtree 
street from Ellis street to Baker, with 
a recommendation that favorable con- 
sideration be given the matter. 

The plan suggested is, 
tree street be widened 20 feet between 
Ellis and Baker streets, 1 feet of 
which is to be used in widening Peach- 
tree street proper. The sidewalks on 
each side are to be widened 6 feet, 
thus affording an enlarged area for the 
use and convenience of both traffic 
and pedestrians, between the streets 
named, 

The general assembly. of this state 
has, by appropriate legislation, pro- 
vided that the state may donate off 
the front of its property, now used as 
an executive mansion, a strip of land 
sufficient to carry into execution the 
plan of making this improvement, and 
it is stated that the other owners of 
property abutting thig street, between 
the two cross streets named, are ready 
to make similar donations wf their 
property to permit of this improve- 
ment, when the city shall undertake 
the widening work. The advantage to 
be derived by the public from such an 
improvement cannot be denied. Peach- 
tree street is the only thoroughfare 
leading into the heart of the city from 
a northerly direction. The great bulk 
of traffic that enterg the city from the 
territory on the north winds its way 
over tbe congested blocks of Peachtree 
street, and unless some relief ig af- 
forded, conditions that are now very 
undesirable will become more so with 
the increased demands upon the use of 
this street, incident to the continued 
growth of the city. 

The sooner the work is undertaken, 
the more easily it can be accomplished. 
The portion of Peachtree street in 
question is rapidly yielding to the 
necessity for an extension of the city’s 
business districts, and should widening 
of the street be delayed, until business 
structures line its sides, it would, per- 
haps, be impracticable to make the 
change without very great expense to 
the city. 

L recommend that the general council 
give this matter careful consideration, 
with a view to remedying the existing 
conditions that geem to be the subject 
of much just complaint. 


Opening of Spring Street. 


The general council of 1910 has re- 
ferred to the general council of 1911 
the question of opening Spring street, 
or paving some other street parallel 
to Peachtree street, with a smooth 
pavement, so as to aid and relieve 
congested conditions on Peachtree 
street. This is the only street enter- 
ing the city ?rom the’ north, which 
has a smooth pavement. Spring street, 
West Peachtree Courtland, Ivy and all 
of the other parallel streets are paved 
with Belgian blocks, and travel over 
any of them is far from comfortable. 
As a result, all wheeled vehicles, how- 
ever propelled, having occasion to go 
anywhere on,the north side of the 
city, or to come into the central busi- 
ness district from the northern sec- 
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Chief Cummings 


tion. mages travel Peachtree as far 
as their destination will permit. The 
result is that this particular street is 
the most traffic-burdened in the city. 
This condition should be relieved as 
speedily as the city’s revenue will per- 
mit, and one of the parallel streets 
should be improved so as to relleve 
the congestion of traffic on Peachtree. 

To grade and pave any one of these 
parallel streets its entire length at 
once would entail a greater expense 
upon the city than could, at this time, 
be undertaken. I, therefore, quite 
agree with the suggestion of the city 
engineer that, if this work is under- 
taken by the city, [t should be taken 
up in sections, and in such way and 
time as the city’s finances will admit. 

Widening of Marietta Street. 


The general’ council of 1910, with 
the co-operation of private citizens, 
has provided for the widening of cer- 
tain portions of Marietta street. 

This work, in all probability, will 
be accomplished early during the pres- 
ent year. The great amount of travel 
over this street demasds that the 
widened street be paved as early as 
practicable. 

Your prompt attention to this work 
will relleve an urgent necessity and 
meet public approval. 


Bellwood Viaduct. 


Public necessity demands that there 
should be a bridge or viaduct spanning 
the railroad tracks at or near the point 
that Bellwood avenue crosses the rail- 
road tracks, before ita intersection with 
Marietta street. 

This is the most dangerous grade 
crossing in the city. The main lines of 
the Southern, Seaboard, and Loulsville 
& Naghville railroads are traversed by 
these crossings Each of these rail- 
roads daily operate a great number of 
trains, both passengers and freights, 
over this portion of their tracks. In 
addition to @he regular trains,’ 
ewitching trains are constantly using 
the crossing. A number of people have 
lost their lives at this point within the 
past few years. Always a dangerous 
crossing, the danger grows yearly as 
the section of the city known as Bell- 
wood increases in population, thus add- 
ing to the constant stream of pedes- 
trians and vehicles, which, of necessity, 
must use this crossing. This is a dan- 
serous crossing for adults, and is an 
especially serious menace to the large 
number of school children who are 
compelled to use it in going to and 
from schools in the city. 

This bridge should be built jointly 
by the railroads and the city, and 
should be located where it will best 
serve the public needs, and be least ex- 
pensive to the city. I feel sure the 
railroads will readily co-operate with 
the city in abating this death-trap 
crossing.

Of general public interest are the 
plans to build the west side viaduct 
and civic center or Bleckley plaza. 

The extension of West Alabama 
street by building a viaduct over the 
railroad tracks and intersecting 
Rhodes street, or some other street in 
the vicinity, will give a much needed 
outlet to the people living in the first 
and fifth wards, as well as to be of 
great advantage to the general public. 

The construction of the civic center 
or Bleckley plaza, as contemplated, 
over the railroad tracks from Forsyth 
street viaduct to Washington street 
viaduct ig a olvic improvement that 
will inure to the very great advan- 
tage of the entire city. The conven- 
fence of the people and the future 
growth of the city demand that both 
of these enterprises be carried to a 
successful ¢ompletion, as soon as the 
necessary details can be worked out. 

It is understood that appropriate 
committees have these matters in hand 
and are endeavoring to give practical 
direction to them. The very great im- 
portance of these improvements de- 
mands that the general council give 
all possible ald and assistance in both. 
County Co-Operation With the Munici- 

pality in Street Work. 


An overwhelming proportion of the 


taxes collected by the county authori- 
ties is collected from the people of this 
city, and from property within the 
city Mmits. 

Approximately 80 per cent of the 
population of Fulton county resides 
within the corporate limits of the city 
of Atlanta. This being true, it seems 
to be fair and equitable that the larger 
part of the taxeg used by the county 
authorities in doing permanent street 
work, such as Opening, grading and 
paving streets should be expended upon 
the streets of this city, especially in 
view of the fact that the main across- 
the county thoroughfares are substan- 
tially paved. 

I believe the county authorities are 
disposed to co-operate with the city in 
this character of work, and give to the 
city its just proportion of street work 
Cenvention of American Federation of 

Labor. 

Atlanta is rapidly becoming known 
as the “Convention City.” Fae. 
true because of’the splendid Audi- 
torium, affording ample accommoda- 
tions for the largest assemblies. 
During the present year a number 
large conventions are scheduled to 
this city, and in the Aud!- 
torium. Notable among these is the 
American Federation of Labor, which 
holds its annual convention in this 
city, convening on November 10 and 
lasting for twenty consecutive days. 
This is one of the largest representa- 
tive bodies holding annual sessions. 
Ftve hundred or more delegates con- 
stitute its membership. These dele- 
@mates are from. all sections of the 
United States, Canada and foreign 
countries. 

The selection of Atlanta as the city 
in which to hold the next annua! con- 
vention was a compliment to this city, 
ang the city should, at the proper 
time, make suitable’ provision for 
properly ente-taining this convention. 


Expenditure of Money From the Bond 
Issue. 


he expenditure of a very large 
portion of the money derived from the 
bond issue will devolve upon this 
council. In view of this fact, I urge 
upon you the duty of seeing to it that 
every dollar of this money is expended 
exactly in the way and manner pro- 
vided in the bond ordinance. The 
work in progress, and provided for in 
this ordinance, should be pushed to 
completion with all possible rapidity, 
without endangering the character 
and quality of the work being done. 

Standing Committees for 1911. 

I have endeavared to place each 
member of the general council upon 
at least one of the important standing 
committees for 1911. Naturally some 
of you will be disappointed in the 
aselgnments given you. 

In arranging these committees I 
have sought to place each member on 
committees where, in my judgment, he 
can best serve the public interests. 
In making these assignments I have 
been “governed by what is my convic- 
tion for the public good,” and what- 
ever of disappointment any of you 
may feel, I trust you will concede to 
me the honest purpose to promote the 
public welfare. 

Conclusion. 

In conclusion, gentiemen, let us bear 
in mind that we are the servants, and 
not the masters, of the people. Let us 
remember that the honor in holding 
public office is not that it clothes us 
with a little brief authority over our 
fellows, but that the real honor lies 
in conscientiously, justly and honestly 
administering the affairs of tne pro- 
ple. Let us constantly consider tne 
truth o that wise utterance that ‘“‘pub- 
lie office a public trust,’”’ and that 
hegerves best himself who best serves 
the city and the people. 

Let us keep constantly before us 
the purpose to at all times do in our 
official capacity that which duty de- 
mands of us; keeping in view the best 
interests of this splendid city and her 
great people, so that when we sha! 
have concluded our term of official 
life, and step back into the ranks of 
private citizenship, we may merit and 
receive the commendation of the hon- 
est, patriotic people of this city.

VERY INADEQUAT 


Reports 


Improvements Are 


Imperative. 


“The most conspicuous deficiency in 
our present organization is the anti- 
quated and inadequate fire alarm sys- 
tem with which we have to contend,” 
declares Fire Chief William B. Cum- 
mings in his annual report to the may- 
or and general council. 

Chief Cummings recommends a& com- 
plete reformation in the present sys- 
tem of alarm. He says the addition 
of new territory and the installa- 


ition of new engine houses has made 


that Peach-| 


} 
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a change absolutely imperative. He 
asks for $25,000 as first payment for 
a new system. 

During the year 1910 the firemen 
answerefi 898 alarms, the largest in @ 
single year. But the fire loss was 
$319,209, a decrease of $33,619 over 
1909. In 1909 739 alarms were re- 
corded. 

A very important feature of the 
work for the new year and one which 
must be carefully considered, says the 
chief, is the protection of the new ter- 
ritory in the tenth ward, the fifth 
ward and the first ward. 

The following appropriations for the 
year 1911 are recommended: 

To maintain the department as it 
now exists, ithout any additions 
whatever, $227,225; to man and equip 
No. 12 station, $23,465; first payment 
on fire alarm system, $25,000; two new 
stations and equipment, $35,000; mak- 
ing a total of $310,690. The total ap- 
propriation for general expenses in 
1910 was $239,859.75. The total value 
of property owned by the department 
is $461,019.15. 

New System Asked For. 

In the annual report submitted to 
council Monday afternoon, the board 
of firemasters, Councilman Harrison 
chairman, recommended that the coun- 
cil of 1911 appropriate, as early as 
possible, a sum sufficient to begin in- 
stalling a new fire alarm system for 
the city. 

The board stated in the report that 
after thorough inspection it finds the 
entire department satisfactory in 
every respect with the exception of 
a new fire alarm system, which is bad- 
ly needed. The council of 1910 has 
provided a room in the new city hall 
for the installation of the new sy8s- 
tem, and the board urges that the 
work be completed as early as possi- 
ble.

Criminal Court Unable to 
Finish All of Its 
Work. 


The annua) report of Chief Zack Ro- 
wan, of the county police, shows 433 
cases pending trial, all of which must 
be carried over to the 1911 docket. 

Last year only about half as many 
cases remained untried at thetend of 
the twelve months, but though the 
city criminal court has held just as 
many sessions this year, the number 
of left-over cases is doubled, the rea- 
son for the increase being unassigna- 
ble. 

During the year just past the county 
police have handled 1.256 State cases 
and 91 city cases, 1,347 in all. In the 
state cases fines amounting to $37,451.- 
40 have been imposed, and in the city 
cases $2,241.50, the grand total of the 
fines being $39,692.90. 

Chaingang sentences imposed aggre- 
gate 6,511 months; penitentiary sen- 
tences, fifty years, and city stockade 
sentences 1,768 days. 

Three prisoners of the, county police 
during the year past, Will Rodgers, 
Charlie Walker and Ed Weaver, were 
sentenced to be hanged. Weaver and 
Walker were implicated in the Druid 
Hills hold-up, and Walker was exe- 
cuted. Rodgers was sentenced for 
murder. 

Eleven prisoners were sent to the 
reformatory, and twelve arrests were 
made for other counties. 

The work of the county police has 
been favorably commented upon by 
many who are familiar with their ef- 
ficient service, and Chief Rowan and 
his assistants have been praised by va- 
rious court officials.

Mayor Robert F. Maddox, in his 
valedictory address to the old council 
at Taft hall last night, spoke in detail 
of the splendiq results which have 
been achieved for the city during the 
last year.

In addition to the two above-men- 
tioned sales, the sinking fund commis- 
sion of the city of Atlanta has 
ready taken $200,000 of bonds, 
which $90,000 were sewer bonds, $60,-

I am gratified to: inform you that 
work on the new annex to the Grady 
hospital has been actually begun. You 
will recall that in the bond issue, 
$100,000 was set aside for this purpose, 
and the contract which has been closed 
for the new hospital was for $97,500. 
The building when completed will 
about double our present capacity, 
which means that it will double our 
ability to do this most noble neces- 
Sary municipal work. 

Right here I take the liberty to sug- 
gest to those of your honorable body 
who hold over and those new members 
who may be in the room, that a home 
for nurses of the Grady hospital and 
the new annex is most urgently need- 
ed. In &@ conversation with Mr. Joseph 
Hirsch, who has been president of the 
board of trustees of the hospital since 
its foundation, Mr. Hirsch stated to me 
that with the completion of the new 
annex, there would be about 46 nurses, 
and that it was most desirable if not 
absolutely imperative to have for these 
young women a home in the immedi- 
ate neighborhood of the hospital. The 
necessary space can be found on tne 
hospital grounds, and I earnestly 
recommend to you that you look into 
this most important matter.

It is pleasing to state that work 
has been actually begun, and in about 
six months’ time, Mayor Winn and all 
the city hall officials will be fixed in 
modern and commodious quarters com- 
mensurate with the dignity of the city 
and far more serviceable to the pub- 
lic-at-large. 

In this connection I may say that 
the old city hall, after proper adver- 
tisement, was sold at auction on Mon- 
day, December 6, and was bought by 
Mr. Reuben Arnold and Mr. Harvey 
Hill for $67,200. A mortgage of $30,- 
000 on the property was assumed by 
the purchasers, and after tne pay- 
ment of the required commissions of 
the auctioneer, and of $20,000 to my- 
self as the first payment on the $70,- 
000 which I had advanced for (tMe 
purchase of the old postoffice, there 
remained about $15,000, which was ap- 
propriated at the next meeting of 
council to assist in the remodeling of 
the new city hall. 

On the whole, I regard the city hall 
transaction as one of the most iIm- 
portant connected with our work of 
i@st year. Our city has been relieved 
of a debt of $30,000, we have become 
enabled to move at an early date out 
of our present cramped quarters and 
we have secured a new city hall, 
which, with the ground it stands upon, 
is worth not less than- $700,000, for 
the sum of $70,000. To this we might 
add the $33,000 which we are to pay 
for remodeling the building, and you 
will that we will have acquired 
a thandsome, modern, 


see 
well-equipped 
city hall building, for but little in ex- 
cess of $100,000, 

Office ef Auditor. 


In my last annual message, you will 
recall that I recommended to your 
honorable body the creation of the @- 
fice of auditor, whose duty it would 
be to audit the books of-all the va- 
rious departments, check up expendi- 
tures, payrolls, and do similar 
I am pleased to say that this office 
has been created and that the auditor 
has been of great practical benefit to 
the comptroller and to the city-at- 
large. He has carefully checked up 
the books of all the departments and 
made frequent reports to the mayor 
and to the chairman of the finance 
committee about the financial affairs 
of the city. ' 

I may add that either the comptrol- 
ler; the auditor, or some one in the 
eomptroller’s office carefully checks up 
every payroll, whether weekly, bi- 
monthly or monthly. This is a custom 
which has never before been put into 


practice in the city, and is one of the} 
which | 


several business improvements 
have been made in connection with this 
department. 

Il also desire to call your attention 
to the publication of the quarterly re- 
port made by the auditor. This re- 
port gives, in detail, information about 
the finances of the city which the tax- 
payers should know. l hope the cus- 
tom of publishing these reports will 
be continued. Every department of 
the city is now required to make a de- 
tailed inventory of every article be- 
longing to the city twice a year, 
for the first time in the history of the 
city accurate detailed statements of its 
assets are furnished the comptroller. 

The general bookkeeping of the 
comptfoller’s department has 
much improved, and is up-to-date, 
business-like and satisfactory. 

Notwithstanding the heavy: demands 
on all departments, I am giad fo be 
able to report that the city closes the 
year in a most excellent 
condition. All the current debts of 
the city have been paid, and sufficient 
funds are in the treasury to meet all 
outstanding contracts, including the 
$95,000 to meet the first maturing 
school bonds issued last year, the $35,- 
000 to repair the new city hall, funds 
to complete the tuberculosis hospital, 
the perpetual charter fund of $175,000, 
and we still have a cash balance on 
the right side.of the ledger. * 


Department of Medical 


I desire to call your especial atten- 
tion to the good work which has been 
done in the department of medical in- 
spection since its establishment some- 
thing more than one year ago. Out 
of about 21.000 children in our public 
schools, 10,348, or about half of them, 
have been examined, and of this num- 
ber, 4,039 were found normal, while 
6.319. or about 61 per cent, were found 
defective. Many these received 
treatment from the medical director, or 
his assistant nurses, and notice cards 
were sent to parents, or nearest rela- 
tives of the others, and in a large 
number of cases, the parents have re- 
sponded at once by having their chil- 
dren treated.

The very statement of 
facts convincingly shows the import- 
ance of this department, and I am in- 
formed by Dr. Stephens, the director of 
the department, that in the large ma- 
jority of the cases these defects are 
slight and will readily yield to treat- 
ment, whereas, if permitted to con- 
tinue, they may become chronic. 

Dr. Stephens has done his work well, 
as did his predecessor, Dr. Roberts, but 
the force 1s too small and the inspec- 
tions are therefore too slow, and I 
would earnestly recommend that ad- 
ditional appropriation be made to this 
most necessary work. 


Inspector of Weights, 


During the past year council decided 
to establish the office of inspector of 
weights, and the wisdom of this ac- 
tion has been abundantly proved by the 
work which has been done by Inspector 
Buchanan. The city has purchased 
two sets of United States standard test 
weights, which have been tested and 
approved. Inspector Buchanan has 
tested about 1,000 small scales such 
as are used in grocery stores, meat 
markets, ete. Several of these scales 
have been found to be dishonest and 
in each instance they were condemned. 
Piatform scales for the weighing of 
coal, grain and heavy commodities 
have also been tested and seven pairs 
of these scales have been condemned. 
The inspector has done similar work 
with ice scales, and has saved the 
citizens thousands of dollars through 
his work. Fines have been imposed in 
the recorder’s court amounting to 
$544.50, and several men have been 
found guilty of dishonest practices and 
sentenced to the chaingang. On the 
whole, much benefit has accrued from 
the establishment of this department. 


Auditorium-Armory. 


It gives me especial pleasure to call 
your attention to our Auditorium- 
Armory and to repeat what I said from 
this place twelve months ago, that the 
money expended for it constituted one 
of the best investments ever made by 
this city. 

Besides being a permanent home for 
seven companies of infantry, the band 
hospital corps, and headquarters of the 
fifth Regiment Georgia state troops, of 
one battery of field artillery and a 
troop of cavalry, all of which use the 
building every day in the year, the 
building has been opened 108 times dur- 
ing 1910, and Mr. Weaver, the custo- 
dian, estimates that the attendance 
upon various meetings reaches the fig- 
ure of 256,000 people.

Unrider the auspices of the Atlanta 
Musical Festival Association, which go 
gmenerously furnished the magnificent 
organ now Installed, there have been 
given for the benefit of the public free 
concerts on Sunday afternoons, which 
have been attended by thousands of 
our citizens, and have done much to en- 
courage our people along musical and 
artistic lines. 

The general use of the Auditorium- 
Armory has grown so far beyond the 
expectation of those who first con- 
ceived the plan to build it, and it has 
proven to be of so much service dur- 
ing the winter months, that it is nee- 
essary to provide the building with 
sutficient heating facilities, and it is 
hoped that the council will be able to 
provide funds to make the building 
comfortable at all seasons of the year, 
in order that it may serve the people at 
all times. 


Publie Safety. 


The departments of police and fire 
have been kept up to their usual high 
Standard. During the year some of the 
largest crowds that have ever been seen 
in the city congregated On the streets, 
and they were handled by the police de- 
partment with a firmness, and at the 
Same time a gentleness, which com- 
pelled public admiration and at the 
same time prevented any outbreak or 
disorder. 

The fire department has been equal- 
ly alert, and by itS prompt action has 
several times during the year prevented 
serious fires. During the past year we 
have had no heavy losses from fires. 

In this connection it may ‘be stated 
that two new fire stations have been 
completed during the year, one at the 
corner of Moreland and DeKalb aves 
nues and the other at the corner of 
Oak and Whitehall streets. 


Parks and Playgrounds. 


Our park system, which, exclusive of 
Lakewood, consisted of 342 acres at the 
beginning o¢ last year, was increased 
during the year by the addition of the 
dumping grounds, which have an area 
of 31 acres, thus giving to the system 
a total of 423 acres. Much good work 
has been done on Piedmont Park, 
Grant Park and elsewhere during the 
year, and it is hoped that the park 
privileges of our people will be extend- 
ed as rapidly as possible. 

l may add that also during the year 
the city instelled nine playgrounds, 
which during the summer months gave 
health and happiness to thousands of 
our children.

For Smaller Boards. 
I desire to reiterate a recommenda- 


‘tion which I made twelve months ago, | 


to the effect that our boards ought to 
be made smaller. The more I have 
seen of their workings, the more posi- 
tive I am that as at present composed 
our boards are too large. I do not be- 
lieve there is a single successful busi- 
ness or professional man on any one 
of these boards who will not agree to 
the above statement. 

If I may take the liberty to do so, I 
earnestly recommend that the new 
council take up this question, and re- 
duce these boards to seven members, 
five to come from five districts, said 
districts to be fixed by the general 
council, with the mayor and chairman 
of the council committee as ex-officio 
members. 


Near Beer Saloons. 


Before retiring from the mayor's of- 
fice, | am going to take the liberty 
to make to you a recommendation in 
regard to the near beer saloons. 

I think the recent action of council 
in restricting these saloons by reduc- 
ing the zone of their operations was a 
very wise thing to do, and I think 
future councils should be very careful 
not to extend these limits. It is far 
better to have these saloons close to 
the center of the city where larger 
police protection makes it easier to 
prevent disorder and enforce law. 

l also believe that the present num- 
ber of s&loons should be increased 
siowly, if at all, and that the charac- 
ter of the new applicants for licenses 
should be very carefully investigated 
by the police committee before ap- 
proving any new license. 

While on this subject, I will say that 
I believe our laws regarding the sale 
of intoxicants are being enforced as 
well*or better than In any city of At- 
lanta’s size, where such or Similar 
laws prevail. 

I know there are those who believe 
that the near beer saloons are viola- 
tions of the state law. But the state 
unquestionably permits the near beer 
saloons, because the state has imposed 
a license tax of $300.00 upon each of 
them. 


No Whisky Is Sold. 


Early in my administration I made 
it known to near beer dealers that I 
would, under no circumstances, permit 
their selling whisky in Atlanta, and I 
do not believe that whisky is being 
sold at any of the near beer saloons 
in this city. 

Of course, there are blind tigers, as 
there always have been and always 
will be where the sale of whisky is 
prohibited by law. I am informed that 
Our express companies have never be- 
fore in their history done such a 
whisky business as during the recent 
holidays, and it is largely due to this 
importation of whisky from other 
states which comes in a perfectly law- 
ful manner to our citizens, that drunk- 
enness is still in evidence here. 

[ believe our vigilant police and de- 
tective departments are constantly on 
the hunt for blind tigers, and arrest 
them wherever found, and I know thar 
our fearless recorder gives them the 
extreme limit of. the law when they 
come into his court. 

The following figures with reference 
to blind tigers which have been fur- 
nished me by Chief Jennings will prove 
the above statement: . 

1908. 1909. 1910. 
Number of “blind tiger” 

cases made ...... 214 418 496 
Number of convictions 190 299 327 

It will be noticeq from the above 
figures that the blind tiger cases have 
not increased as rapidly in 1910 as they 
did in 1909. And it will also be ob- 
served that while the cases made have 
shown an increase, the number of ‘con- 
victions has increased proportionately. 


Widening of Marietta Street. 


It is gratifying not only to the peo- 
ple directly interested, but also to the 
citizens of the entire city, to know 
that Marietta street, west of its junc- 
tion with Walton § street, 
widened. Many olitizens have 
to poor this result for many 
years, but it ts only Within the last 
few weeks that it has been definitely 
decided to widen the street and the 
funds have been provided. 

In this connection, the question of 
widening Of Peachtree street is being 
much agitated at this time, and I trust 
that some plan may be devised by 
which this work may be accomplished. 

It is also evident that some means 
must soon be devised to relieve this 
thoroughfare*of its rapidly increasin 
traffic. I believe the repaving and 
regrading of Ivy street from Edge- 
wood avenue to Peachtree street, and 
the repaving of West Peachtree 


perhaps the most economical and prac- 
tical solution ef the problem, 


New Building Code, 


A very important plece of work 
which is now being done is the print- 
ing of a new building code of the 
city. This book is in the hands of the 
printer, and funds have been appro- 
priated to do the work, It will be 
ready in a very short time, and when 
given to the public wil] present in 
handy, intelligent shape, all of the 
ordinances and regulations of the city 
and the fire department in regard to 
the erection of all kinds of buildings. 

This code is a work which we have 
long needeqg 80 as to see that all of our 
new buildings are constructed in 4ac- 
cordance with the most modern and 
safest rules. 

The New Olty Code. 

I regret to inform you that the new 
City Code is not yet ready to be pub- 
lished, but I am gald to say that it 
will be ready for public use in three 
or four weeks. The contract for this 
work has been let and the funds pro- 
vided, 

The work is progressing steadily 
under the direction of our able city 
attorney, and when completed will, I 
believe, be a thorough book, correctly 
indexed, containing the city charter 
and all amendments thereto, all city 
ordinances and all other necessary mat- 
ter brought down to the latest pos- 
sible date. 


The Press. 


It would be impossible to give. a 
resume of the progress and prosperity 
of our city without giving due credit 
to the part played in our advancement 
by the loyal and powerful press of 
Atlanta. 

Our newspapers have given their 
hearty support to every worthy move- 
ment, and besides making large cash 
subscriptions to semi-civic enterprises, 
they have donated hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars of their valuable space 
in advertising this city throughout the 
union, 

I belfeve it can be truthfully stated 
that the development of Atlanta in 
the past few years, and its high stand- 
ing at present, both at home and 
abroad, is more largely due to the 
splendid co-operation of our press 
than to any other course. 

The editors of these papers have 
not hesitated to criticise the actions 
of our officials when they felt that 
they were wrong, nor have they been 
slow to commend when they deemed 
our actions worthy. 

I believe that publicity in all de- 
partments of government, whether na- 
tional, state or municipal, is the best 
safeguard of the people, and a watch- 
ful, loyal, fearless press is one of the 
bes@ assets of any community. 

Graft and wrongdoing cannot exist 
and will not grow under the sunlight 
of pitiless publicity, and I hope in the 
future our daily press may continue 
to earn the appreciation of our peo-

The Hugh T. Inman Gift. 
While I have in a recent message,

Spencer and Grant Monuments. 


During the year the city erected in 
Grant park a monument l0 the late 
Colonel L. P. Grant, who donated this 
beautiful property to the city for park 
purposes. The erection of this monu- 
ment was a graceful and deserved 
tribute to the memory of one of At- 
lanta’s most distinguished citizens and 
philanthropists. As the thousands of 
people who will visit this beautiful 
park view in future years this marble 
shaft, they will learn to love the man 
who, by his generous gift, made pos- 
sible the beauties of this park. 

Il also desire to make allusion to the 
monument erected by the employees of 
the Southern railway, something like 
30.000 in number, to the late Samuel 
B. Spencer, on the plaza in front of 
the Terminal station. Mr. Spencer was 
a native Georgian, a confederate sol- 
dier, and by his rare ability and con- 
stant, long efforts, rose from the posi- 
tion of rodman to the presidency of 
one of the greatest railway systems 
in this country. The monument itself 
is a striking likeness of Mr. Spencer 
and is an ornament to the city. 

I should like to see other monuments 
of distinguished Georgians scattered 
throughout the city, as they not only 
teach useful lessons to our children, 
but they serve to increase the love 
and study of the beautiful and the ar- 

stic.

I wish to call brief attention to the 

fact that Atlanta has given her aid 
and encouragement during the past 
year to several of her sister cities, and 
I hope that this spirit of co-operation 
will always continue. 
Accompanied by several members of 
the genera] council, and a large dele- 
gation of Atilantans, I went to the Ap- 
palachian Exposition at Knoxville, 
Tenn. Our presence was appreciated 
by the Tennessee city, and many ex- 
pressions of cordial good will were 
uttered about Atlanta. The exposition 
itself was well worth visiting. 

Later several members of our gener- 
al council and a large delegation of 
our citizens visited the state fair at 
Macon, and all of the visitors were re- 
ceived with the accustomed hospitality 
of the Central City. The fair was 
the best state fair that has ever been 
held in Georgia, and will doubtless 
continue to be held in Macon every 
year, as Atlanta, which had the fair 
for many years, has made assurance 
to the citizens of Macon that she would 
assist our sister city in retaining that 
worthy enterprise. 


Remeval of Mercer. 


Just here, I would like to Say 4a 
word about the unfortunate contro- 
versy over a proposed removal of Mer- 
cer University from Macon to Atlanta. 
I want to assure our friends in Macon 
that neither the mayor of Atlanta, nor 
any member of our general council, 
nor the chamber of commerce, nor any 
other person, so far as I know, who 
has the rigat to speak officially for 
Atlanta, has ever made the remotest 
suggestion to bring Mercer University 
to this citv. The idea originated en- 
tirely with members of the Baptist 
church, which church controls this ex- 
cellent institution, 

I merely make this statement be- 
cause I think this matter ought to be 
thoroughly understood. I do not ap- 
prove of sister Georgia cities getting 
mad with each other. All of them 
should live on terms of cordiality and 
good will, and each should always 
stand ready to help the other in every 
progressive movement. 

I also desire to call attention to the 
fact that at the request of the gov- 
ernor of Louisiana and the mayor of 
New Orleans, your honorable body 
passed strong resolutions requesting 
the congress of the United States to 
select New Orleans as the place for 
holding the Panama exposition in 1915. 
A copy of these resolutions was sent 
to each of Georgia's representatives in 
Congress and also to Governor San- 
ders, of Louisiana, and Mayor Behr- 
man, of New Orleans. Many expres- 
sions of appreciation were made in the 
press of Louisiana about Atlanta's ac- 
tion in the matter.

"T can’t understand it, he had no 
right in God's world to go to Mr. 
Moon’s office and to shoot him as he 
did,” moaned Mrs. George A. Murray, 
at her home, 25 Chapel street, yester- 
day afternoon in speaking of the tragic 
death of her husband Friday afternoon. 
Murray was shot to death by J. H. 
Baswell after he had emptied his re- 
volver at Baswell’s son-in-law, Charies 


Moon. 

It was the first time Mrs. Murray 
has consented to talk since the trag- 
edy. ‘ 

“All that the papers have said I had 
was false, and I would like to put my- 
self right before the public. George 
was always a very high-tempered man, 
mervous and jealous-hearted. More 
than once #ince we have been married 
he has been rough with me, but he 
was always so sorry afterward. He 
seemed to realize that something was 
wrong with him, and when he was 
reading a magazine he would otfen let 
it drop and look startled. I would ask 
him what was the matter, and his reply 
Was that he seemed to have murder in 
his heart, and that he wanted to get 
out and kill. He said he was a brute, 
a@ savage, and that he did not belong 
in civilization. 


Would Not Testify. 


“The night of the trouble, in March, 
he came home, and the sight of Mr. 
Moon set him off in spite of the fact 
that they were the best of friends. In 
the scuffle he struck me several times, 
and my condition next day wag such 
that I was unable to talk. He told me 
before the trial that he did not want 
me to testify against him, and I swore 
to him that I would not. He told me 
that if I did he would have to go to 
the stockade, in which case he would 
kill himself, or pay a heavy fine. 

“Since the trial he has regretted 
many times that I did not testify, and 
has said that if I had, the course of 
events would have beep different. He 
has also said that if he could only undo 
what had happened he would be s0 
happy. Once we met Mr. Moon on the 
street, and George said that if he 
thought it would set matters right he 
would stop him publicly with me and 
talk to him, but I was afraid that there 
would be trouble, and persuaded him 
not to. 

“He said that he had spoken once to 


Moon since March about some work 
on Mitchell street in a new Duilding 
there. Everything seemed to be all 
right, but he still talked incessantly of 
the March trouble, ang alluded to it 
almost every day. Once, when he was 
talking about my joining the Eastern 
Star, as Mr. Moon was to have pre- 
sented my application, he said: ‘If it 
had not been for that d—— fight, you 
would nok have been in. I killed the 
goose that laid the golden egg, Leila. 

“On the day it happened George was 
in the best kind of a humor, ate a 
hearty dinner, and said the cake was 
the best I had ever made. He kissea 
us all goodby, the little boy and he 
were great pals, and went away to see 
about playing in the orchestra. I told 
him to hurry back, and he saiq thatehe 
would. Why he went by Moon's office 
I do not know. i believe that it was 
a streak of temporary insanity. re 
had carried a pistol for several days, 
as he had had trouble with two negroes 
at the corner of Whitehall and Mitchell 
streets, and thought that they were on 
the lookout for him. The gun was 4i- 
most a toy. 

“No Right to Do It.” 

“The first thing that I knew of the 
trouble was when a small negro boy 
came and asked for my sgs0n, and sala 
that his father had been shot. I walk- 
ed the floor, hoping against hope that 
it wag untrue, and being unaware of 
anything that had occurred. I had 
been sick all day, and confined to these 
four walls for several days, and was 
almost prostrated by the news, At last 
one of the firemen of Engine House No. 
6 came over and told me the news, but 
none of the details. 

“He had no right to do it, none in 
the world. Mr. Moon’s attitude toward 
me had always been that of a gentle- 
man, and never have I seen him con- 
duct himself otherwise. George was 
rough to me before I ever met Moon, 
and his own attitude since then had 
shown that he realized that he was in 
the wrong. He did not carry the gun 
to kill Moon, and the onhy reason that 
I know for his going by there was that 
he was moved by a fit of sudden in- 
sanity. 

“IT can’t tnink about it all rightly. 1 
am left penniless except for the kind- 
nesg of his people and mine. His fam- 
ily have been good and true to me 
since it occurred. Why he ever did it 
we will never know.” 

Moon is still alive at the Grady hos- 
pital.

social life; and third, the racial char- 
acteristic of the southern man to re- 
sent quickly an insult, and to act upon 
Slight provocation, especially in mat- 
ters involving personal honor.”

The first flight, 
in 1908, was made at Hammondsport,

tention and before a committee. The 
second was at Mineola, L. L, just be- 
fore his victory at Rheims. The award 
for 1910 was made for the Albany-New 
York filght and completed the three 
victories necessary. 

The cup was originally offered for 
an observed flight of one kilometer, 
but with the progress of aviation the 
conditions for 1910 were changed to 
reward the longest cross-country 
flight previously announced.
